The  Long  View 


Keeping  the  Founders'  Spirit  Alive 


With  last  spring's  commencement,  Elizabethtown  College 
concluded  a 14-month  celebration  of  100  years  of  teaching 
and  learning.  With  the  theme  of  "Making  Our  Mark  on 
the  World,"  the  Centennial  celebration  illuminated  the  vision 
and  tenacity  of  the  College's  Founders,  the  major  achieve- 
ments of  the  College's  first  century,  and  the  great  opportunities 
that  lie  before  us  in  second  century. 

Pausing  to  reflect  at  mile  markers  is  necessary  for  any 
institution  or  organization.  It  is  particularly  important  at  col- 
leges and  universities  because,  by  definition,  we  continually 
reinvent  ourselves.  Each  year  at  Elizabethtown,  hundreds  of 
graduates  are  sent  into  the  arms  of  a waiting  world  and  hun- 
dreds more  young  men  and  women  arrive  to  the  embrace  of 
the  legacy  left  by  those  who  preceded  them.  And  currently 
many  colleges,  including  Elizabethtown,  are  witnessing  one 
generation  of  faculty  handing  off  that  legacy  to  a new  genera- 
tion of  scholars  and  teachers.  With  this  constant  movement  of  our 
most  important  resource,  people,  we  are  constantly  challenged  to  re- 
visit, remember,  and  reincorporate  the  values  that  have  defined  our 
community  for  100  years. 

One  of  the  most  memorable  and  valuable  experiences  during 
the  Centennial  was  the  celebration  of  Founders'  Day.  Our  communi- 
ty gathered  at  this  particular  mile  marker  to  honor  the  past  as  a way 
to  blaze  a trail  for  our  second  century.  The  great  composer  Wolfgang 
Amadeus  Mozart  described  the  first  step  in  the  creation  of  music  as 
taking  out  his  "bag  of  memories."  And  so  on  Founders'  Day,  when 
we  honored  13  people  whose  lives  have  made  an  immeasurable  dif- 
ference in  the  heritage,  culture,  and  development  of  this  institution, 
we  opened  up  our  own  bag  of  memories  with  the  hopes  of  creating 
something  wonderful  and  lasting. 

More  then  50  people  were  nominated  and  many  more  could 
have  been  recognized.  In  honoring  these  exemplars,  we  not  only 
paid  homage  to  them,  but  we  also  acknowledge  the  work  and  mem- 
ory of  countless  other  alumni,  teachers,  coaches,  trustees,  counselors, 
staff,  and  friends.  Together,  they  form  a cloud  of  witnesses,  watching 
over  this  college  and  providing  us  with  the  inspiration  we  have 
needed  to  survive  the  tumultuous  20th  century  with  our  core  values 
intact  and  our  mission  steady  and  on  course.  It  is  by  and  through 
their  examples  that  Elizabethtown  College  has  often  exceeded  the 
expectations  of  our  students  and  their  families,  of  our  alumni  and 
friends,  and  of  our  faculty  and  staff,  in  four  significant  ways. 

First,  though  we  may  live  in  an  age  of  standardization,  the 
Elizabethtown  College  education  is  based  on  personal  interaction 
between  faculty  and  students.  In  the  lives  of  faculty  members  like 
John  Ranck  '58,  Otis  Kitchen,  and  the  late  Edgar  T.  Bitting  '50,  we 
have  seen  this  defining  trait  of  personal  attention  to  students  mani- 
fested every  day. 

Second,  we  also  offer  Elizabethtown  students  a wide  selection 
of  choices  in  their  academic  lives.  Following  in  the  footsteps  of  inno- 
vators like  professor  of  biology  emeritus  Charles  Farver-Apgar  and 
former  director  of  the  Young  Center,  Donald  Kraybill,  we  have  been 


able  to  seek  and  secure  the  best  and  varied  academic  programs  for 
our  students. 

Third,  students  at  Elizabethtown  College  learn  by  doing, 
whether  in  the  classroom,  on  the  playing  field  or  stage,  in  the  concert 
hall,  or  in  the  College  residential  setting.  Campus  leaders  like  dean 
of  women  emerita  Vera  Hackman  '25,  coach  Yvonne  "Yonni"  Kauff- 
man, and  the  late  coach  and  athletic  director  Ira  R.  Herr,  have  in- 
spired generations  of  young  people  and  provided  them  with  real-life 
learning  experiences  and  wisdom  that  have  lasted  a lifetime. 

Fourth,  Elizabethtown  students,  alumni,  faculty,  and  staff  are 
noted  for  serving  others,  whether  professionally,  in  their  communi- 
ties, or  with  the  College.  Dedicated  like  trustees  S.  Dale  High  '63,  the 
late  Carlos  R.  Leffler,  Dr.  Benjamin  G.  Musser  '42,  and  Wayne  A. 
Nicarry,  along  with  staff  like  Shirley  Deichert  '66,  director  of  The 
Learning  Center,  have  demonstrated  in  their  lives  and  work  what 
service  to  others  truly  means. 

Each  of  these  13  individuals  honored  on  Founders'  Day  exceed- 
ed expectations,  their  own  and  those  around  them.  Whether  you  are 
new  to  the  Elizabethtown  College  community  or  been  a member  for 
over  50  years,  I urge  you  to  read  about  these  people  on  page  14  and 
learn  more  about  them.  Go  out  of  your  way  to  meet  them,  talk  to 
people  who  know  or  knew  them  well.  In  the  examples  of  their  lives, 
you  will  find  the  grace  and  strength  that  has  sustained  this  college 
for  a century,  and  the  living  embodiment  of  the  founders'  vision.

Tutu  Speaks,  Etown  Listens 


Archbishop  Tutu  and  College  president  Ted  Long  enter  Thompson  Gymnasium  amid 
the  flash  and  circumstance  of  the  media. 


St.  Patrick's  Day  of  2000  will  be  remembered  in  Elizabeth- 
town for  decades,  not  because  of  the  annual  invasion  of 
green  leprechauns,  but  because  of  the  enormous  impact  of 
one  physically  diminutive  man  with  the  heart  of  a giant. 
Archbishop  Desmond  M.  Tutu,  recipient  of  the  Nobel  Peace 
Prize  for  his  efforts  to  challenge  and  overcome  apartheid  in 
South  Africa,  addressed  a sellout  audience  of  3,000  students, 
employees,  and  community  residents  in  Thompson  Gymna- 
sium. His  speech  was  made  possible  by  the  support  of 
the  Hall  Foundation  and  Masonic  Homes.  To  an  at-times 
hushed  and  stunned  crowd,  he  poignantly  told  of  his  own 
struggles  in  a country  where  heaven  and  earth  had  seem- 
ingly changed  places. 

“Desmond  Tutu  is  a man  who  connects  with  people 
from  all  walks  of  life,"  remarked  Carmen  Chiles  '01.  "This 
experience  will  not  only  be  historic  for  Elizabethtown  but 
the  impact  of  Archbishop  Tutu's  message  can  bring  about 
historic  changes  within  our  community." 


The  College  Concert  Choir,  under  the  direction  of  professor  John  F.  Harrison, 
sang  a warm  and  stirring  tribute  to  open  the  evening.

What  I Do  With  My 
Summer  Vacations... 


Bojana  Radivojevic  '01  returns  home  to  Bosnia 
to  help  remove  land  mines 


For  years,  Bosnia  has  been  a hotbed  of 
ethnic  wars.  The  fighters  planted 
land  mines  all  over.  Now  with  the 
war  over,  the  land  mines  are  killing 
and  injuring  many  people,  especial- 
ly children.  Bo's  workday  in  Bosnia 
starts  at  6 a.m.  The  crew  uses  dogs 
and  metal  detectors.  They  have 
maps. 

“The  people  who  were  doing 
these  things  in  the  mines  were 
Bosnians,"  she  says.  “They  need 
somebody  in  the  mine  fields  to  in- 
terpret for  them.  There  is  always 
danger.  We  lost  a 
person.  He  parked 
and  suddenly,  bam! 

We  walked  up  the 
hill  and  there  were 
pieces  of  a person  all  over. 

He  walked  on  a mine." 

Her  smile  is  sweet  but 
her  attitude  is  tough  and 
single-minded. 

"Coming  to  the  United 
States  made  me  such  a strong  person  that  I 
can  do  anything,"  she  says.  "Give  me  any- 
thing. I'll  do  it." 

What  Bo  seems  to  appreciate  most 
about  America  is  its  freedoms,  especially  the 


freedom  of  expres- 
sion. "Here,  I can 
speak  my  mind.  Back 
in  Bosnia,  that  is  very 
different.  You  can't 
speak  to  a person  if  a person  is  a different  re- 
ligion than  you  are.  You  can  get  in  a lot  of 
trouble.  When  I go  home  over  the  summer,  I 
get  in  trouble,  speaking  my  mind." 

When  she  left  Bosnia,  Bo  was  a fright- 
ened youngster  and  almost  unable  to  speak 
English.  Her  childhood  was  unhappy.  Most 
of  her  60  grade-school  classmates  were  in- 
jured or  killed.  The  child  of  a mixed  mar- 
riage that  made  her  ethnically  "un- 
clean" in  the  eyes  of  her  country- 
men, her  future  was  bleak.  Now 
she  is  a confident  and  happy  col- 
lege student  with  a strong  com- 
mand of  English.  With  her  multiple 
language  skills  and  college  training, 
her  future  is  bright. 

In  her  words  about  starting  a 
new  life  in  a distant  land:  "After  this, 
nothing  is  hard."  E

When  summer  break  rolls  around,  many 
college  students  like  to  get  a decent-paying 
job  and  have  fun  traveling  or  partying.  Sort 
of  taking  it  easy  while  making  a few  bucks. 
Not  Bojana  "Bo"  Radivojevic,  an  interna- 
tional business  major.  She  marches  to  a dif- 
ferent drummer.  At  times,  it  is  a dangerous 
drummer,  but  one  she  believes  is  important 
to  follow. 

She  is  a native  of  Bosnia  who  has  made 
a life-altering  journey  from  the  war-tom 
European  country  to  America  (described  in 
the  Winter  1998  issue  of  Elizabethtown 
Magazine).  For  the  past  two  summers,  she 
has  returned  to  Bosnia  and  been  involved 
in  a scary  job  not 
usually  associated 
with  college  students: 
being  an  interpreter 
on  a team  removing 
land  mines  in  a coun- 
try loaded  with  them. 

"It  is  something 
dangerous,"  says  Bo. 
"Just  because  it  was 
dangerous  I wanted  to  go  in.  Once  I got  in, 
it  was  completely  different.  I got  scared  a 
little  bit.  Then  I realized  this  was  helping 
not  just  me  but  everybody.  We  have  a gen- 
eration of  little  kids  who  will  be  growing 
up.  They  need  to  move  freely.  I feel  I am 
helping  the  children  of  Bosnia."

Searching  for  the  Soul  of  Politics

Editor's  Note:  In  the  heat  of 
the  2000  political  season, 
we  asked  two  members  of 
the  College's  religious  stud- 
ies program  to  examine 
some  fundamental  ques- 
tions that  often  get  over- 
looked in  the  heat  of  the 
campaign  and  to  look  for  the 
" soul  of  politics"  from  a 
theological  viewpoint.  From 
this  decidedly  unpolitical 
perspective,  they  engaged 
us  in  a political  conversa- 
tion of  the  deepest  significance  about  a role  model  from  whom  the  candidates 
could  learn.  From  the  perspective  of  theological  ethics,  Ellen  Ott  Marshall 
turns  to  historical  figures  whose  faith  commitments  issue  in  social  action. 
From  the  perspective  of  biblical  studies,  Christina  Bucher  turns  to  the 
prophetic  tradition  of  social  criticism  and  transformative  vision. 

When  theologians  are  asked  to  speak  about  politics,  we  search 
for  things  that  hold  firm,  commitments  that  bind,  and  visions  that 
are  deeply  rooted.  Indeed,  Religare,  the  Latin  root  from  which  we  de- 
rive "religion,"  indicates  something  that  binds.  It  is,  in  Paul  Tillich's 
words,  that  which  is  of  "ultimate  concern." 

To  speak  or  write  about  the  "soul  of  politics"  means  that  we 
must  dig  for  that  which  is  authentic.  As  theologians,  we  look  for 
those  convictions  that  hold  steady  regardless  of  polling  results  and 
focus  groups.  Ironically,  then,  we  each  concluded  that  the  search  for 
the  soul  of  politics  necessarily  takes  us  away  from  the  current  presi- 
dential campaigns  of  A1  Gore  and  George  W.  Bush. 

Marshall:  In  the  coming  months  of  this  election  year,  our 
country  will  resound  with  references  to  personal  integrity,  public 
service,  and  tireless  commitment.  Presidential  candidates  and 
those  who  endorse  them  will  claim  these  qualities  from  platforms 
all  over  the  nation. 

It  is  tempting  to  cut  these  words  loose  as  they  begin  to  ring  hol- 
low, but  I believe  that  they  are  too  valuable  to  discard  out  of  cyni- 
cism. Better  that  we  retrieve  some  meaning  for  these  words  by  lo- 
cating an  authentic  expression  of  them. 

In  November,  as  the  presidential  campaign  culminates  with 
ever-louder  promises  and  accolades,  friends  of  the  Catholic 
Worker  movement  will  quietly  remember  the  20th  anniversary  of 
the  death  of  Dorothy  Day.  We  would  all  do  well  to  remember  this 
woman  whose  life's  work  truly  illustrates  personal  integrity, 
public  service,  and  tireless  commitment. 

Dorothy  Day  co-founded  the  Catholic  Worker  movement  in 


1933  when  she  opened  her  doors  to  create  a House  of  Hospitality  for 
those  suffering  the  economic  burden  of  the  Great  Depression.  As  a 
journalist,  Dorothy  insisted  on  a newspaper  that  would  serve  as  the 
mouthpiece  for  the  Catholic  Worker's  ministry  to  the  poor. 

"There  was  so  little  one  could  do,"  she  explains  in  her  autobi- 
ography The  Long  Loneliness,  "empty  one's  pockets,  give  what  one 
had,  live  on  sandwiches  with  the  organizers,  and  write,  write  to 
arouse  the  public  conscience." 

One  of  the  underlying  philosophies  of  the  Catholic  Worker 
movement  is  "personalism,"  an  idea  that  was  adopted  from  French 
philosophers  by  Peter  Maurin,  Dorothy's  teacher  and  friend.  Per- 
sonalism affirms  the  dignity  and  worth  of  each  individual  and  insists 
that  everyone  has  a responsibility  to  care  for  others. 

Influenced  by  this  notion  of  personalism,  Dorothy  Day  did  not 
place  faith  in  large  institutions  or  governmental  structures  to  make  a 
positive  change  in  the  lives  of  the  poor.  She  believed  that  real  help 
and  loving  support  could  only  come  in  the  form  of  one  individual 
caring  for  another.  Such  compassion  took  form  in  the  first  Hospital- 
ity House  in  lower  Manhattan  and  the  nearly  150  other  Houses  in  ex- 
istence today. 

Because  Dorothy  Day  believed  that  charity  from  a position  of 
security  is  insufficient,  she  adopted  a life  of  voluntary  poverty.  Fol- 
lowing her  example,  therefore.  Catholic  Workers  across  the  country 
live  by  a pledge  of  simple  sufficiency  so  that  they  have  more  to  give 
to  others. 

In  her  time,  Dorothy  Day  marched  with  suffragettes,  anti-war 
and  civil  rights  activists,  and  migrant  workers.  And  yet,  she  never 
voted  in  an  election.  She  put  her  faith  in  individual  acts  of  compas- 
sion and  in  the  power  of  committed  persons  working  for  peace  and 
justice.  In  other  words,  she  put  her  faith  in  individuals  with  gen- 
uinely binding  commitments,  individuals  whose  actions  were  root- 
ed in  conscience  and  in  soul. 

This  November,  I will  cast  my  vote  because  I do  not  quite  share 
Dorothy  Day's  anarchic  sensibility.  But  I will  also  celebrate  the  life  of 
Dorothy  Day  as  someone  who  truly  embodies  personal  integrity, 
public  service,  and  tireless  commitment. 

Bucher:  To  begin  with,  I should  state  that  I have  never  looked 
first  to  politics  to  discover  "soul."  To  me,  "soul"  represents  that 
which  truly  and  reliably  animates  our  individual  and  our  corporate 
lives.  Growing  up  in  the  Church  of  the  Brethren,  I learned  to  be  skep- 
tical of  politics  and  what  political  process  can  accomplish. 

Instead,  I tend  to  look  at  what  religious  groups  and  grassroots 
organizations  do  to  bring  about  social  change  and  to  help  those  in 
need.  As  a consequence.  I've  been  drawn  to  leaders  like  Dorothy 
Day  and  movements  like  the  Catholic  Worker,  which  as  Ellen  points 
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Rain  Fails  fo  Dampen  Spirits  of

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College  Begins  Offering  Master's 
Degree  in  Occupational  Therapy 

New  Chair  for  Program  Announced 


The  April  29  meeting  of  the  College's  Board 
of  Trustees  took  on  historic  proportions  as 
the  first  post-baccalaureate  degree  program 
for  Elizabethtown  was  unanimously  ap- 
proved. Beginning  in  the  fall  of  2000,  enter- 
ing Occupational  Therapy  students  will  be 
eligible  to  receive  a master's  degree  in  their 
field  from  the  College. 

The  master's  program  is  designed  as  a 
five-year  program  of  study  that  results  in  a 
combined  Bachelor  of  Science  in  Health  and 
Occupation  and  a Master  of  Science  in  Occu- 
pational Therapy.  The  new  program  inte- 
grates professional  studies  with  liberal  arts 
education  and  will  allow  graduates  to  meet 
new  certification  standards  set  by  the  Amer- 
ican Occupational  Therapy  Association.  The 
program  replaces  the  current  Baccalaureate 
degree  in  Occupational  Therapy  and  will 
be  available  beginning  with  the  Fall  2000 
semester. 

With  the  creation  of  this  program,  the 


Varsity  lacrosse  for  men  and  women  will 
begin  intercollegiate  competition  as  part 
the  Blue  Jay  athletics  program  beginning 
in  2002.

The  decision  to  add  the  new  sport 
was  based  on  an  extensive  sponsorship 
study  conducted  by  the  Athletic  Depart- 
ment, in  conjunction  with  the  Office  of 
Marketing  and  Public  Affairs.  "The 
sports  sponsorship  study  told  us  that  a 
significant  number  of  our  students  had 
participated  in  lacrosse  in  high  school 
and  were  interested  in  the  sport,"  says 
Director  of  Athletics  Nancy  Latimore. 
Both  lacrosse  squads  will  train  and 
compete  on  a new  all-weather  field  to  be 
installed  by  Hummer  Sports  Turf  this 
summer  as  part  of  the  College's  master 
land  use  and  facilities  plan  (see  page  24). 

In  May,  Christopher  Wakely  was 
appointed  as  the  first  head  coach  of

Dr.  Gillard  comes  to  Elizabethtown  from 
Temple  University.

$1,500,  based  on  a group  size  of  at  least 
10  persons.

Megan  Halladay  first  fell  in  love  with  the 
Elizabethtown  College  campus  when  she 
spent  time  visiting  her  sister  Jennifer  '01  in 
her  residence  hall.  "My  sister  showed  me 
this  was  a nice,  safe,  warm  campus,"  says 
Halladay.  "The  people  seemed  very  gen- 
uine. I just  really  liked  the  atmosphere." 

Halladay  will  now  have 
the  chance  to  relive  all  those 
experiences  on  her  own  as  one 
of  Elizabethtown  College's  first 
Hershey  Foods  Honors  stu- 
dents. The  recent  graduate  of 
Strath  Haven  High  School  in 
Wallingford,  Pa.,  will  enter 
Elizabethtown  in  the  Fall  2000 
semester  as  a business  admin- 
istration major.  "I'm  hoping  to 
work  closely  with  the  profes- 
sors doing  research,"  remarks 
Halladay.  "The  more  time  I can  spend  one- 
on-one  with  them,  the  better." 

Scott  Murray  from  Bel  Air,  Md.,  agrees. 
"I'm  hoping  the  stricter  work  ethic  will  push 
me  to  succeed  even  more,"  he  says. 

Thirty-five  students  have  been  selected 
as  Hershey  Foods  Honors  students.  Each 
ranked  in  the  top  ten  percent  of  their  gradu- 
ating high  school  class  and  were  approved 


by  an  honors  committee  of  nine  faculty 
members.  During  their  time  at  Elizabeth- 
town, the  students  will  work  closely  with 
faculty  members  and  participate  in  special 


honors  seminars.  Co-curricu- 
lar  trips  to  educational  sites  are  held  on  a 
regular  basis  and  international  travel  is  en- 
couraged. Qualified  students  are  given  a 
discretionary  stipend  to  support  these  trips 
and/or  book  and  software  purchases.  Stu- 
dents will  complete  a total  of  24  credits  in 
honors  courses  and  maintain  a 3.50  cumula- 
tive GPA  to  be  recognized  as  Hershey  Schol- 
ars at  their  graduation. 


"The  Honors  program  takes  what  is 
best  about  the  College  and  makes  these 
things  the  focus,"  says  director  of  admis- 
sions and  assistant  dean  of  enrollment 
management  W.  Kent  Bamds.  "The  pro- 
gram will  attract  students  who  want  the 
greater  challenge  and  a con- 
centration on  personal  atten- 
tion, experiential  learning, 
and  a commitment  to  serv- 
ice— exactly  what  Elizabeth- 
town is  all  about.  The  Honors 
students  will  challenge  the 
faculty  to  be  even  better  in- 
structors and  thus  enhance 
the  overall  educational  pro- 
gram at  the  College." 

"I'm  hoping  the  Her- 
shey Foods  Honors  program  will  open 
doors  to  experiences  I normally  would- 
n't get  in  college,"  offers  incoming  honors 
freshman  Amy  Gundrum  of  South  Wind- 
sor, Conn.  Gundrum  says  she's  taken  hon- 
ors courses  through  high  school  and  wants 
to  continue  the  work  at  Elizabethtown.  "I 
love  the  challenges  of  the  harder  classes. 
They  really  work  to  test  my  abilities."  E

Historic  Agreement  Signed  Between  Elizabethtown 
and  Harrisburg  Area  Community  College 


Mid-state  students  who  may  have 
never  considered  working  toward  a 
bachelor's  degree  will  be  given  addi- 
tional opportunity  to  earn  a bachelor  of 
science  or  bachelor  of  arts  degree  at  the 
College  as  Harrisburg  Area  Communi- 
ty College  (HACC)  entered  into  a Dual 
Admission  agreement  with  Elizabeth- 
town in  April.  This  Dual  Admission 
Program  provides  HACC  students  with 
specialized  course  work  and  policies 
that  will  lead  to  a seamless  enrollment 
at  Elizabethtown  College  after  obtain- 
ing an  associate  degree  at  HACC. 


"HACC  has  been  a mainstay  in 
the  state  capital  for  decades,"  said  Col- 
lege president  Ted  Long.  "We  look  for- 
ward to  our  two  institutions  working 
together  to  meet  the  increasingly  de- 
manding needs  of  the  Commonwealth 
of  Pennsylvania  for  highly  educated 
and  highly  skilled  college  graduates 
who  will  make  significant  contribu- 
tions to  economic  development  and 
their  communities." 

"This  cooperative  agreement  truly 
benefits  students  of  the  central  Pennsyl- 
vania region  by  giving  them  an  oppor- 


tunity to  complete  their  four-year  de- 
gree without  interruption,"  remarked 
HACC  president  Edna  Baehre." 
HACC's  arrangement  with  Elizabeth- 
town College  is  an  excellent  example  of 
two  institutions  working  collaborative- 
ly  to  make  higher  education  more  ac- 
cessible to  the  public."

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Student  Leaves  His  Mark  on  College 
With  Creation  of  Disc  Golf  Course

When  Stephen  Borst  '00  came  to  Eliza- 
bethtown College  four  years  ago,  he 
knew  he'd  made  the  right  choice.  The 
computer  engineering  major  from  Spring 
City,  Pa.,  enjoyed  his  classes,  made  friends, 
got  involved  in  activities;  but  he  says  there 
was  one  thing  missing.  His  favorite  sport, 
disc  golf,  was  nowhere  to  be  found. 

"A  couple  of  us  got  together  and  start- 
ed playing  around  campus,"  Steve  recalls. 
"We  played  using  trash  cans,  buildings,  that 
kind  of  thing  at  first...  but  we  got  in  the 
way." 

Disc  golf  is  played  much  like  regular 
golf,  only  players  use  flying  discs  or  Frisbees 
instead  of  balls  and  clubs.  Disc  golf  courses 
are  often  in  wooded  areas  and  full  of  obsta- 
cles, and  the  object  is  to  complete  each  hole 
with  as  few  throws  as  possible.  The  sport 
was  created  formally  in  the  1970s,  but  it 
seems  to  have  really  developed  a following 
in  the  last  few  years.  The  Professional  Disc 
Golf  Association  now  boasts  more  than 
14,000  members,  and  Pennsylvania  is  home 
to  at  least  twenty  disc  golf  courses. 

By  the  end  of  his  sophomore  year,  Steve 
had  taken  the  initiative  to  start  a campus 
Disc  Golf  Club.  He  gathered  interested 
friends  together  and  convinced  Student  Sen- 
ate to  provide  funding  for  the  group.  The 
one  thing  they  still  didn't  have  was  a place 
to  play. 

Steve  did  not  give  up.  He  studied  the 
College's  Master  Plan  to  look  at  construction 
projects  and  determined  that  a wooded  area 
behind  campus  would  be  a perfect  site  for 


Elizabethtown's  own  18-hole 
disc  golf  course. 

"Everyone  thought  it  was 
a cool  idea,"  he  remembers.  "It 
was  hard  getting  everyone  to 
maintain  momentum  for  the 
project,  but  1 just  wanted  to 
make  sure  it  really  happened." 
He  rallied  Student  Senate  for 
additional  funding  for  a course, 
and  he  was  even  able  to  secure 
matching  funds  from  the  Pro 
Disc  Golf  Association  through  a 
program  known  as  "Matching 
Baskets."  When  it  came  time  to  actually 
build  the  course,  Steve  and  his  housemates 
were  out  in  the  woods  almost  every  day, 
clearing  paths  and  mapping  out  the  18 
holes. 

"Construction  really  was  a long 
process,"  says  Steve.  "We  were  out  there 
clearing  trees,  tripping  over  branches,  deal- 
ing with  poison  ivy."  His  biggest  inspiration 
though,  was  his  father,  Frank.  "My  dad  was 
actually  the  biggest  help.  He  drove  out  here 
almost  every  weekend  to  work  on  the 
course  with  me."  Steve  calls  the  work  with 
his  father  the  push  he  needed  to  keep  going. 
"My  dad  was  always  right  there  to  help. 
That's  the  way  he  is.  He's  always  supported 
everything  I've  wanted  to  do." 

That  work  paid  off.  Less  than  a month 
before  his  own  graduation,  Borst  and  his 
housemates  hosted  the  first  Elizabethtown 
College  Disc  Golf  Tournament  on  the  rug- 
ged course.  Discs  flew  between  trees, 
around  bends,  and,  if  players  were  lucky, 
landed  securely  in  the  metal  cages  or  "pole 
holes"  that  marked  the  end  of  each  hole. 
Dozens  of  players,  some  skilled,  some 
novice,  came  out  to  try  their  hand  at  the 
sport. 

Borst  has  accepted  a job  with  the  Merck 
Corporation  outside  Philadelphia,  which 
will  take  him  away  from  Elizabethtown  and 
the  disc  golf  course  he  helped  to  create.  "I'll 
be  back  on  weekends  to  play,"  he  promises 
as  he  looks  over  the  course.  "We  all  worked 
really  hard  on  this.  I'm  just  glad  it  finally 
happened."  E

Small  Colleges  Take  Technology  Leads

As  technology-related  issues  grab  more  of 
the  higher  education  headlines,  it  is 
often  assumed  that  the  important 
and/ or  interesting  work  in  technology  is  re- 
served for  the  large,  research-oriented  uni- 
versities. Colleges  like  Elizabethtown,  how- 
ever, are  proving  that  technology  is  ubiqui- 
tous across  higher  education. 

In  the  Department  of  Physics  and 
Engineering,  seniors  Kris  Dorman,  Steve 
Borst,  and  Brian  Schopf  recently  collaborat- 
ed with  assistant  professor  Tom  Salem  and  a 
colleague  of  Salem's  at  the  University  of  Al- 
abama. Their  project  was  to  develop  a web- 
based  interface  for  a Digital  Signal  Processor 
that  was  connected  to  a motor  drive,  en- 
abling it  to  control  a 3-phase  AC  electric 
motor  nearly  900  miles  away  using  the  In- 
ternet. Their  work  was  featured  in  an  article 
in  the  Lancaster  Sunday  News  this  past 
spring. 

"Our  principal  goal  is  for  students  to 
compete  successfully  for  professional  posi- 
tions at  attractive  salaries  or  to  be  accepted 
into  highly  selective  graduate  programs," 
states  department  chair  David  Ferruzza.  "In 
our  cooperative  environment,  we  motivate 
students  to  develop  teamwork  and  social 
skills  and  become  increasingly  self-aware 
and  communicative." 

Students  in  the  Engineering  Design  and 
Graphics  course  became  involved  in  what 


has  become  known  as  "The  Blimp  Project," 
whose  goal  involved  planning,  design,  pur- 
chasing, and,  finally,  construction  of  an  air- 
worthy helium  blimp.  They  succeeded  in 
flying  not  one,  but  two,  blimps  around  the 
interior  of  Thompson  Gymnasium.  Sum- 
maries of  these  Physics  and  Engineering 
projects  are  available  on  the  department's 
web  site: 

www.etown.edu  /phvsics&engineering. 

"At  a large  university,  science  students 
have  little  or  no  access  to  the  faculty,"  says 
Mark  Stuckey,  professor  of  physics.  "Faculty 
time  is  spent  with  graduate  students  and 
post-docs.  At  a small  college,  science 
courses  have  small  enrollments  and 
students  have  many  hours  of  one-on-one  in- 
teraction with  the  faculty.  This  is  crucial  be- 
cause most  disciplines  in  science  are 
conceptually  difficult  to  master,  so  it's 
important  that  an  expert — professor  as 
opposed  to  graduate  student — answers 
questions  and  critiques  the  students'  efforts." 

The  faculty  are  not  necessarily  rooted  in 
their  labs  either.  Ferruzza,  Salem,  and  Stuck- 
ey host  cookouts  in  their  homes  for  stu- 
dents. Stuckey  has  even  risked  life  and 
limb — maybe  just  limb — on  the  depart- 
ment softball  team.  "Social  activities 
provide  a great  setting  in  which  a student's 
personal  and  professional  goals  can  be 
discussed  and  synthesized  in  consultation 


with  faculty  and/or  other  experts  in  their 
field  of  study,"  says  Stuckey.  Likewise,  Fer- 
ruzza points  out,  Nat  Hager,  adjunct  pro- 
fessor of  physics  (featured  in  the  Summer 
1995  issue),  spends  more  than  40  hours 
each  week  in  the  department  area,  has 
guided  students  in  senior  projects,  and  is 
always  available  to  work  with  students 

Stuckey  also  points  to  the  ability  of  the 
Etown  program  to  be  flexible  for  the  stu- 
dents' needs.  One  particular  aspect  of  the 
Etown  program  that  has  been  successful 
over  the  decades  has  been  a 3+2  partner- 
ship with  Penn  State,  in  which  a student 
can  spend  three  years  in  Elizabethtown 
and  two  years  in  State  College,  getting 
what  many  alumni  call  "the  best  of  both 
worlds." 

In  the  "new  economy"  being  driven  by 
the  technology  sector,  Elizabethtown  alum- 
ni are  in  high  demand  in  a wide  range  of 
industries  and  callings.  All  seven  seniors 
were  in  high  demand  by  employers  like 
Lockheed-Martin  and  Merck  Pharmaceuti- 
cal. Alumni  like  Woody  Kerkeslager  '62, 
Phil  Karras  '73,  and  Bruce  Ryder  '75,  all 
of  whom  have  spent  decades  in  the  tech- 
nology sector,  are  testaments  to  the  power 
of  small-college  science.  Young  alumni  like 
Phil  Stauffer  '92,  who  finished  his  doctorate 
in  geophysics  at  the  University  of  Califor- 
nia at  Santa  Cruz  last  year  and  is  a post-doc 
at  the  Los  Alamos  lab,  are  keeping  the 
trend  alive. 

The  department  is  also  excited  about 
the  arrival  this  summer  of  Kurt  M.  De- 
Goede  as  a new  assistant  professor.  He 
earned  his  bachelor's  degree  from  Hope 
College  and  his  doctorate  in  mechanical 
engineering  from  the  University  of  Michi- 
gan. Like  all  new  faculty  hires  in  this 
department,  he  has  had  engineering  expe- 
rience in  industry,  having  worked  as  a 
product  design  engineer  at  the  Ford 
Motor  Company. 

"While  scientific  and  technical  compe- 
tence is  the  bedrock  of  our  students'  com- 
petitiveness," states  Ferruzza,  "they  also 
develop  distinctive  traits  of  caring  and  col- 
laboration which  are  becoming  increasing- 
ly important  in  a world  striving  for  mean- 
ing, harmony,  and  peace.  E

a a morning  assembly,  president  Theodore  E.  Long  he- 
wed Centennial  Medals  on  13  people  from  the  ranks  of 
Colleg^ faculty,  staff,  alumni,  and  trustees  who  have  had  a 
profound  impact  on  the  institution.  Thirteen  were  selected 
to  symbolize  the  leadership  of  the  13  presidents  of  Eliza- 
bethtown College  since  its  founding. 
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The  late  Edgar  T.  Bitting,  Class  of  1950, 
professor  of  accounting  from  1955- 
1987  and  chairman  of  the  business 
department  from  1959-1976,  in- 
creased enrollment  more  than  three- 
fold. His  impact  extended  beyond  the 
classroom,  as  evidenced  by  his  mem- 
berships on  the  boards  of  the  First  Nation- 
al Bank  of  Marysville  and  the  Lancaster  Chapter  of  Ameri- 
cans for  the  Competitive  Enterprise.  He  received  Educate 
for  Service  Awards  for  Service  and  for  Professional 
Achievement  by  alumni,  and  an  endowed  professorship  in 
accounting  was  established  in  his  honor.  In  1987  he  re- 
ceived an  honorary  doctoral  degree  from  the  College.  He 
retired  from  the  College  in  1984  and  died  in  1994.  He  is  sur- 
vived by  his  wife,  Doris,  a retired  faculty  member  who 
lives  in  Elizabethtown. 
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Shirley  A.  Deichert,  Class  of  1966,  is  di- 
rector of  The  Learning  Center,  and 
has  been  employed  at  the  College 
since  1977.  Besides  providing  tutor- 
ing for  hundreds  of  students  each 
year,  Deichert  has  organized  six 
annual  community  outreach  events 
called  "Into  the  Streets"  involving  hun- 
dreds of  students  in  community  service  in  nearby  commu- 
nities. She  served  on  the  Centennial  Committee,  planning 
programs  for  the  100th  anniversary  celebration,  and  orches- 
trated the  College's  participation  in  the  Learning  Dolls  Pro- 
ject as  well  as  the  Empty  Bowls  project.  She  was  a major  or- 
ganizer for  the  inaugural  festivities  for  presidents  Gerhard 
Spiegler  and  Theodore  Long.  She  is  an  active  member  of 
Auxiliary  to  Elizabethtown  College.  In  1997,  the  Business 
and  Professional  Women's  Club  of  Elizabethtown  named 
her  "Woman  of  the  Year." 
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Charles  S.  Farver-Apgar,  Ph.D.,  professor  of  biology  emeritus, 
was  an  influential  faculty  member  from  1945-1967  during 
two  decades  of  tremendous  growth  in  enrollment.  As  chair  of 
the  Biology  Department,  he  enriched  the  biology  curriculum 
and  facilities,  increasing  courses  from  nine  to  16  and  enabling 
Elizabethtown  students  to  begin  being  ac- 
cepted into  first-class  medical  schools 
and  graduate  schools.  He  was  one  of 
the  first  faculty  members  with  an 
earned  Ph.D.  (University  of  Pitts- 
burgh). In  1958,  he  was  instrumental 
in  moving  the  Biology  Department 
into  the  new  west  wing  of  Gibble  Sci- 
ence Hall.  The  Biology  Department's  an- 
nual alumni  award  is  named  in  honor  of 
Farver-Apgar  and  his  late  first  wife,  Bessie. 
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Vera  Hackman,  Class  of  1925,  dean  of 
women  emerita,  served  as  an  admin- 
istrate, and  professor  of  English  and 
journalism  from  1944-1973.  She 
played  a monumental  role  develop- 
ing the  student  life  of  the  College. 

A founding  member  of  the  Auxiliary  to  the 
College,  she  instituted  and  worked  tirelessly  toward  suc- 
cessful College  Life  traditions  such  as  the  Yule  Bowl,  stu- 
dent dances,  and  May  Day  observances.  She  set  the  highest 
standards  of  composition  and  journalism,  which  can  be 
observed  by  reading  copies  of  the  student  newspaper  dur- 
ing her  advisorship. 
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The  late  Ira  R.  Herr,  founder  of  the 
intercollegiate  athletic  program  at 
Elizabethtown  College,  athletic  di- 
rector and  coach,  served  the  College 
from  1928-1961.  From  1928  to  1950, 
he  was  the  entire  coaching  staff  for  men's 
and  women's  athletics  which  grew  to  include  men's  basket- 
ball, women's  basketball,  baseball,  cross  country,  tennis,  and 
men's  soccer.  The  Athletic  Hall  of  Fame,  the  Varsity  Baseball 
Field,  and  the  soccer  stadium  were  all  named  in  his  honor. 
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He  received  the  George  W.  Kirchner  Lancaster  Sportswriters 
Award  in  1961,  and  was  a member  of  the  Pennsylvania 
Sports  Hall  of  Fame.  Generations  of  College  athletes  called 
him  "Coach,"  and  he  is  often  referred  to  as  the  "Grand  Old 
Man"  of  Elizabethtown  athletics,  laying  the  foundation  for 
the  success  and  strength  of  today's  athletic  teams.  He  died  at 
age  92  in  1986,  and  is  survived  by  his  wife,  Kathryn,  who  re- 
tired from  the  faculty  and  lives  in  Elizabethtown. 
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S.  Dale  High  of  Lancaster,  Class  of 
1963,  is  president  of  High  Indus- 
tries, Inc.  of  Lancaster.  He  served 
on  the  Board  of  Trustees  for  26 
years  and  as  chairman  of  the 
Buildings  and  Grounds  Committee, 
overseeing  a time  of  major  campus  de- 
velopment including  the  addition  of  a new  science  build- 
ing, student  housing,  and  major  campus  renovations.  He 
was  chairman  of  the  Leadership  Gifts  Committee  for  the 
"Right  Time"  $12  million  campaign  in  the  late  1980s.  The 
High  Library  was  named  in  honor  of  his  and  his  family's 
leadership  gift  to  this  campaign.  He  received  an  honorary 
doctoral  degree  in  1993.  He  helped  to  establish  the  Family 
Business  Center  at  Elizabethtown  College.  He  was  recently 
named  a Master  Entrepreneur  by  Central  Penn  Business  Jour- 
nal. He  is  a recipient  of  the  Exemplar  Award  from  the  Lan- 
caster Chamber  of  Commerce,  the  Spirit  of  Achievement 
Award  from  Junior  Achievement,  and  the  prestigious 
"Business  Leader  of  the  Year"  by  the  Pennsylvania  Cham- 
ber of  Commerce  and  Industry  in  1999. 
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Yvonne  E.  "Yonni"  Kauffman,  wo- 
men's basketball  and  field  hockey 
head  coach  and  member  of  the 
athletics  faculty,  has  served  at  the 
College  since  1966.  Under  her 
direction,  the  women's  basketball 
program  has  won  two  NCAA 
Division  III  National  Championships 
(in  1982  and  1989),  seven  Middle  At- 


lantic Conference  crowns,  and  has  enjoyed  28  winning  sea- 
sons. In  1999,  the  Women's  Basketball  Program  became  the 
first  in  NCAA  history  across  all  divisions  to  reach  800  wins. 
As  a field  hockey  coach,  she  compiled  her  300th  win  in 
1996-97  school  year,  and  had  25  winning  seasons  in  35 
years,  coaching  six  All-Americans,  30  regional  all-stars, 
and  89  MAC  all-stars.  She  won  the  George  W.  Kirchner 
Memorial  Award  from  Lancaster  Sportswriters  in  1997  for 
her  dedication  to  local  sports. 
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Otis  D.  Kitchen  of  Elizabethtown, 
professor  of  music  emeritus, 
taught  at  the  College  from 
1965-1996.  He  directed  the  Col- 
lege Concert  Band  for  many  years 
and  directed  the  Annual  Pops  Concert 
for  19  years.  He  has  a national  and  interna- 
tional reputation  as  a music  director,  conductor,  performer, 
and  adjudicator.  He  founded  the  annual  Lancaster  County 
Music  Camp  at  the  College,  the  College's  Jazz  Band,  and 
was  the  founder  and  first  director  of  the  Elizabethtown  Col- 
lege Community  Symphony  Orchestra.  He  received  the  Ci- 
tation of  Excellence  from  the  National  Band  Association 
and  is  an  elected  member  of  the  American  Band  Members 
Association.  He  has  served  as  coordinator  of  the  Vienna 
Music  New  Year's  Music  Festival  and  as  music  director  in 
Mexico  City  for  the  Invitational  Mexican  Music  Festival.  He 
received  an  honorary  Doctor  of  Music  degree  from  the  Na- 
tional Conservatory  of  Mexico  in  1982.

Donald  B.  Kraybill,  Ph.D.,  formerly 
the  director  of  the  Young  Center 
for  the  Study  of  Anabaptist  and 
Pietist  Groups  and  former 
professor  of  sociology  at  the 
College,  served  at  Elizabeth- 
town from  1971-1996.  He  is 
currently  on  the  faculty  of 
Messiah  College.  Kraybill  is  a widely 
published  scholar  on  Anabaptist  groups,  having  authored 
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or  edited  15  books  and  dozens  of  professional  articles  at 
Elizabethtown.  His  books  have  been  translated  into  six 
different  languages.  His  research  on  Anabaptist  groups 
has  been  featured  in  magazines,  newspapers,  radio,  and 
television  programs  across  the  United  States  and  in  many 
foreign  countries.

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1914:  “The  Present  Situation  in  Europe” 
and  Other  Musings  on  the  Current  War 

Centennial  History  Excerpt 


by  Chet  Williamson 


As  part  of  the  College's  Centennial  celebration,  Elizabethtown 
author  Chet  Williamson  is  writing  an  official  history  of  the 
College's  first  century,  which  is  to  be  published  in  early  2001. 
What  follows  is  an  excerpt  from  a chapter  describing  how  the 
Elizabethtown  College  community  addressed  the  dilemma  of  what 
has  become  known  as  World  War  I. 


The  war  was  an  all-toopresent  reality  to  the  students  and  faculty 
of  Elizabethtown  College.  World  topics  were  frequently  discussed, 
both  in  the  classroom  and  in  the  pages  of  the  College  magazine, 
Our  College  Times.  There  were  articles  on  political  change  in  China, 
the  internal  conflicts  in  Mexico,  and,  in  1914,  what  was  then  the 
European  War  was  frequently  discussed. 

The  Church  of  the  Brethren  had  affirmed  the  policies  of  non- 
violence and  non-resistance  for  almost  two  centuries.  Still,  its 
members  were  becoming  more  involved  in  politics,  primarily  as 
the  result  of  the  temperance  movement.  In  January  of  1915, 
Martin  G.  Brumbaugh,  a member  of  the  Church  of  the  Brethren 
and  a former  president  of  Juniata  College,  a Brethren-owned 
school,  was  affirmed  (rather  than  sworn  in)  as  Governor  of 
Pennsylvania. 

Still,  the  Church  sought  ever  for  peace.  Before,  it  had  tried 
only  to  keep  its  members  from  becoming  parties  to  armed  conflict. 
But  now,  on  the  eve  of  the  First  World  War,  it  became  more  active, 
as  it  had  with  temperance,  and  sought  to  keep  governments  from 
warring  upon  each  other,  attempting  to  fill  a reconciliatory  role. 

In  1916,  the  Annual  Brethren  Conference  wrote  and  delivered 
to  President  Woodrow  Wilson  a resolution  stating  their  disap- 
proval of  war  as  a method  of  settling  disputes,  and  requesting  that 
their  members  be  treated  as  conscientious  objectors  should  the 
United  States  become  involved  in  the  current  war.  The  Eastern  Dis- 
trict, co-owners  of  the  College,  held  that  enlisting  in  the  armed  serv- 
ices forfeited  membership  in  the  Church,  and  in  1915  removed  a 
young  man  from  membership  because  of  his  joining  the  Navy. 
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It  was  only  natural  that  the  view  of  Elizabethtown  College 
should  be  equally  pacifistic.  The  first  article  to  deal  with  the  war  in 
Our  College  Times  appeared  in  December  1914,  and  was  the 
report  of  a speech  made  at  the  College  by  a Dr.  Driver  on  "The 
Present  Situation  in  Europe."  It  accurately  gives  the  causes  of  the 
war,  but  is  too  optimistic  in  predicting  its  eventual  end.  At  no  time 
is  mention  made  of  the  United  States  possibly  becoming  involved. 

That  possibility,  however,  was  always  present.  Only  two 
months  later,  Owen  Hershey's  article,  "The  World's  Beacon-Light," 
urged  America  to  become  a light  to  the  world  by  maintaining  ab- 
solute neutrality.  In  a similar  article  in  June,  "The  Beacon-Light  of 
the  Centuries,"  Hershey  wrote,  "Let  us  strive  to  be  a nation  too  up- 
right for  war,  too  righteous  for  murder."  The  same  issue  contains 
Mary  G.  Hershey's  "Lost  Treasures."  The  treasures  of  the  title  are 
the  human  lives  lost  in  the  current  war,  and  she  urges  America  to 
shun  the  conflict. 

Another  anti-war  article  appeared  in  November  1915,  along 
with  a report  on  the  Homerian  Literary  Society's  debate  on  whether 
or  not  America  should  increase  its  supply  of  armaments.  The  meet- 
ing's tone  was  lightened  by  unmarried  professor  Elizabeth  Myer's 
protest  when  one  of  the  debaters  used  the  term  "old  maids."  "Abet- 
ter way  of  expressing  this,"  she  said,  showing  the  dry  humor  that 
made  her  a campus  favorite,  "is  unclaimed  blessings." 

Even  College  president  D.  C.  Reber,  in  the  introduction  to  the 
June  1917  "Senior  Number"  of  Our  College  Times,  stated,  "You 
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enter  the  arena  of  life  in  a world  of  crisis.  How  will  you 
meet  it?  How  will  you  answer  the  call  to  duty?"  By  then, 
the  United  States  had  entered  the  war,  and  American 
General  John  "Black  Jack"  Pershing's  men  had  landed  in 
France. 

The  change  in  the  attitude  of  the  College  to  the 
war  was  abrupt.  There  were  no  more  calls  from  stu- 
dents for  neutrality.  Instead  they  wrote  articles  like  "Good 
Marksmanship,"  in  which  freshman  Philip  Greenblatt  praises 
the  shooting  abilities  of  American  soldiers.  "Our  fore-fathers 
who  were  utterly  unfamiliar  with  all  military  movements,  but 
who  were  sure  death  as  shots  were  able  to  overwhelm  much  su- 
perior forces  of  the  best-drilled  soldiers  of  Europe,  and  the  truth 
of  those  facts  have  not  changed." 

Greenblatt's  paean  to  riflemen  seems  almost  Gadhian  in 
comparison  to  "The  Mission  of  the  United  States,"  by  senior 
Aaron  Edris: 

Is  there  one  so  cowardly  among  us,  as  to  allow  this  noble 
nation  to  die  in  cold  blood?  Fellow-citizens,  arise  to  service.  The 
man  who  does  not  serve  his  country  is  not  worthy  of  a country. 

If,  today  we  will  not  clasp  the  sword  to  preserve  democracy, 
tomorrow  we  will  take  up  arms  to  defend  aristocracy.  . . . Never 
let  us  for  one  moment  forget  the  high  and  holy  mission  with 
which  we  entered  this  war,  no  matter  what  it  costs ....  Give  me 
democracy  or  give  me  death. 

This  was  a strange,  if  not  shocking,  piece  to  appear  in  a 
journal  officially  published  by  a Church  of  the  Brethren  college. 
Edris  was  not  writing  about  non-combatant  service,  but  about 
"clasping  the  sword." 

It  was  most  definitely  not  the  position  of  the  Church  of  the 
Brethren.  The  Church's  Annual  Conference  in  1918,  held  in 
Goshen  City,  Indiana,  declared  that  "...war  or  any  participation  in 
war  is  wrong  and  utterly  incompatible  with  the  spirit, 
example,  and  teachings  of  Jesus  Christ."  The  "Goshen  Statement" 
further  urged  Church  of  the  Brethren  members  not  to  enlist  in  the 
armed  services,  wear  a military  uniform,  drill,  learn  any  of  the  arts 
of  war,  or  do  anything  that  would  contribute  to  war. 


In  July  1918,  several  Church  leaders  were  called  to  Wash- 
ington, D.  C.,  and  were  ordered  to  withdraw  what  the  federal 
government  considered  the  treasonous  advice  not  to  drill  or 
wear  uniforms.  Threatened  with  imprisonment,  they  agreed. 

Many  young  members  of  the  Church,  including  some  Eliza- 
bethtown College  students,  went  into  the  armed  services,  where 
they  accepted  mostly  noncombatant  duties.  Our  College  Times  of 
October  1917  shows  three  former  students  (Alfred  Eckroth, 
Raymond  Gephart,  and  Paul  Burkholder)  in  military  training 
camps,  and  in  November  1918,  just  before  the  war  ended.  Our 
College  Times  began  to  run  the  "Khaki  Column,"  which  included 
extracts  from  letters  of  those  in  the  armed  services.  David  Markley 
wrote  from  the  hospital  at  Camp  Meade,  where  he  worked  along 
with  three  other  former  Elizabethtown  College  students. 

According  to  S.  Z.  Sharp's  1923  Educational  History  of  the 
Church  of  the  Brethren,  college  attendance  was  reduced  40  per- 
cent by  the  war,  even  though  "the  College  management  took  a 
firm  stand  against  military  training,  and  the  principles  of  non- 
resistance  were  strictly  carried  out." 

Nonetheless,  ten  names  are  listed  in  Our  College  Times  as 
serving  in  France,  and  over  40  servicemen's  names  and  addresses 
are  present,  including  such  familiar  names  as  Falkenstein,  Ober,  Via, 
and  Reber.  Only  one  death  of  a serviceman  is  listed,  and  that  is  of 
Walter  Forney  Eshleman  of  the  Class  of  1912.  His  death,  at  Camp 
Dix  on  October  2,  1918,  was  not  combat-related,  but  was  from  the 
disease  known  as  Spanish  Influenza,  the  decade's  second  great 
plague,  that  would  take  a far  greater  toll  of  lives  from  the  College.

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From  Bulgaria  to 
Pennsylvania  (via  Ireland) 

"Why  not?"  responds  Dr.  Fani 
Zlatarova  when  asked  why  she 
chose  Elizabethtown  as  her  home 
in  the  United  States.  "1  like  to 
travel,  I like  to  meet  new  people, 
and  the  atmosphere  was  just 
wonderful." 

Zlatarova  can  certainly  com- 
pare. She  is  about  to  begin  her  sec- 
ond year  as  associate  professor  of 
computer  science  at  Elizabeth- 
town, but  students  around  the 
world  have  benefited  from  the  les- 
sons she  offers.  Zlatarova  came  to 
the  United  States  from  the  Universi- 
ty of  Limerick  in  Ireland,  where  she  taught  database  systems  and 
systems  analysis,  but  also  worked  on  a project  for  the  European 
Union,  developing  curriculum  plans  in  the  field  of  computer  sci- 
ence. Prior  to  that,  Zlatarova  was  an  associate  professor  at  Sofia 
University  and  the  Bulgaria  Academy  of  Sciences,  both  in  her 
home  country  of  Bulgaria. 

"The  students  here  in  the  United  States  are  much  different 
from  those  in  other  parts  of  the  world,"  comments  Zlatarova. 
"They're  often  younger  here  when  they  enter  college,  and  the  pro- 
grams here  are  much  more  structured.  I'm  not  sure  they  realize 
that  they  have  all  the  opportunities  here!" 

Zlatarova  can  also  relate  to  a student's  point  of  view.  Her  son, 
Stamen  Azalov,  recently  completed  his  freshman  year  at  Elizabeth- 
town majoring  in  international  business.  "This  was  the  main  reason," 
she  explains.  "He  wanted  the  chance  to  see  what  study  in  the  United 
States  was  like.  This  is  an  opportunity  for  both  of  us  to  learn." 

Ron  McAllister,  provost  and  dean  of  the  faculty,  sees  her  back- 
ground as  a real  strength.  "Dr.  Zlatarova  was  born  in  Bulgaria,  is 
fluent  in  English,  Bulgarian,  German,  Romanian,  and  Russian,  and 
possesses  a remarkable  personal  history,"  he  says.  "In  many  ways, 
she  is  a model  intellectual  worker  for  the  21st  century — a citizen 
of  the  world,  whose  technological  skills  transcend  international 
boundaries  and  local  cultures." 

Zlatarova  tries  to  emphasize  those  global  experiences  in  the 
classroom  as  well.  "I  have  a lot  of  experience  in  dealing  with 
different  cultures.  I try  to  show  my  students  how  to  recognize 
these  differences.  It's  a real  satisfaction  to  see  that  I can  help 
them  succeed." 

She  has  tried  to  teach  her  students  that  computer  science,  in 
the  United  States  and  elsewhere,  is  different  from  other  sciences. 
"You  just  can't  learn  things  by  heart  with  computers,"  she  says. 
"Every  day  we  have  new  products,  new  technology.  It's  always  a 
challenge,  and  you  need  to  have  the  experience  to  learn  new  things 
and  acquire  knowledge  instead  of  memorization."  She  adds  with  a 
wink,  "Sometimes  we  need  to  just  throw  everything  we  know  out 
the  window.  And  you  can't  be  afraid  to  start  over." 
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out  in  her  essay,  rely  upon  the  commitment  of  individuals  rather 
than  the  promises  of  political  institutions. 

While  retaining  a skepticism  regarding  politics,  I have  learned 
through  my  study  of  the  Bible,  however,  not  to  create  an  absolute 
separation  between  the  religious  realm  and  the  political  realm.  I 
have  come  to  realize  that  my  distrust  of  politics  should  not  lead  me 
to  create  a false  dichotomy  between  the  sacred  and  secular  realms. 

Biblical  prophets,  such  as  Amos,  Isaiah,  and  Jeremiah  make 
no  such  distinction  when  they  speak  the  truth  to  priests,  prophets, 
and  kings.  Jesus  of  Nazareth  says,  "Give  to  Caesar  what  is  Cae- 
sar's and  to  God  what  is  God's,"  not  in  order  to  demarcate  the  re- 
ligious realm  from  the  political  realm,  as  many  readers  today  sup- 
pose, but  to  challenge  the  hearers  to  reflect  on  their  priorities. 
Jesus  does  not  advocate  here  two  separate  but  equal  realms:  poli- 
tics and  religion.  But  he  also  does  not  propose  a theocracy  that 
identifies  the  political  realm  with  that  of  the  sacred. 

What  we  need  today  if  we  are  to  discover  the  soul  in  polit- 
ical process  is  less  posturing  and  poll-taking  and  more  dis- 
cussing of  moral  commitments.  Jim  Wallis,  founding  editor  of 
Sojourners  magazine,  writes  in  his  recent  book.  The  Soul  of  Pol- 
itics, "Genuine  moral  discourse  and  discernment  seem  so  out  of 
place  in  the  media's  political  coverage  and  the  endless  polling  of 
voters."  Wallis  goes  on  to  say  that  many  of  us  today  find  our- 
selves voting  for  the  lesser  of  two  evils  or  opting  out  of  the  elec- 
toral process  altogether. 

I do  vote — I'm  not  one  of  the  many  US  citizens  who  do  not 
bother  to  go  to  the  polls  on  election  day.  But  in  looking  for  the 
"soul  of  politics,"  I find  that  I hunger  for  leaders  who  will  draw  us 
out  of  our  preoccupation  with  ourselves  and  our  bank  accounts 
and  stock  options.  I yearn  for  leaders  who  will  not  simply  scram- 
ble to  respond  to  the  expressed  needs  of  potential  voters,  but  who 
will  draw  us  together  as  one  people  by  offering  us  a transforma- 
tive vision. 

I agree  with  Wallis  when  he  writes,  "A  prophetic  politics  root- 
ed in  moral  principles  could  again  spark  people's  imagination  and 
involvement."  If  someone  were  to  capture  my  imagination  in  such 
a way,  I might  find  myself  better  able  to  say  that  politics  in  the 
United  States  has  soul.

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The  Way  We  Word;  Candid  Candidates  and  Other 
Paradoxes  of  the  Campaign  Trail

Political  candidates  are  not  always 
known  to  be  candid.  And  yet  the  two 
words  are  related.  Candid  comes  from 
the  Latin  Candidas,  meaning  white  or  light. 
(The  same  root  gives  us  candle  and  candes- 
cent.) In  ancient  Rome,  office  seekers  wore 
light-colored  gowns,  and  so  were  called 
"candidates,"  white-robed  ones. 

Besides  the  issue  of  how  candid  our 
candidates  may  be,  the  language  of  political 
campaigns  contains  other  paradoxes.  In 
fact,  the  phrase  "political  campaign"  is  itself 
a paradox,  since  the  first  word  derives  from 
an  ancient  word  for  city,  while  the  second 
referred  originally  to  open  countryside. 

In  the  ancient  days  of  city-states,  gov- 
ernance was  largely  associated  with  urban 
areas.  Politics  derives  from  Greek  politikos,  a 
citizen,  originally  an  inhabitant  of  the  piolis, 
or  city.  (Metropolis  means  "mother  city"  in 
Greek,  while  megalopolis  means  "great 
city.")  In  the  same  way,  the  word  citizen  it- 
self also  meant  "city  dweller,"  while  refer- 
ences to  civics,  the  civil  order,  and  civility  all 
derive  from  the  Latin  word,  civitas,  a com- 
munity of  city  dwellers. 

The  word  campaign,  on  the  other 
hand,  comes  from  French  campagne,  open 
country  suitable  for  military  maneuvers. 
(Related  words  are  camp,  field,  and  cham- 
pion, the  victor  who  holds  the  field.)  It  is  not 
hard  to  see  how  the  word  campaign,  refer- 
ring to  military  expeditions,  came  to  be  ap- 
plied to  political  pursuits.  The  Prussian  the- 
orist Karl  von  Clausewitz  declared  that 
"war  is  the  continuation  of  politics  by  other 
means."  And  indeed  the  field  of  politics  it- 
self is  laden  with  military  metaphors.  A can- 
didate's slogan,  that  all-important  catch 
phrase,  derives  from  the  Gaelic  word  for 
"battle-cry,"  the  signal  for  Irish  or  Scots 
clansmen  to  charge  their  enemy.  And  a po- 


litical rally,  designed  to  inspire  one's  follow- 
ers, is  the  same  word  used  in  a phrase  such 
as  "rally  'round  the  flag,"  from  French  re- 
"again,"  plus  aleir,  "join,"  to  assemble  with 
one's  allies.  The  polemical  speeches  one 
might  hear  at  such  a rally  are  derived  from 
the  Greek  word  polemics,  war. 

Of  course,  in  a peaceful  society,  one  ex- 
pects matters  of  governance  to  be  settled  by 
the  people's  choice,  not  by  force.  In  1856 
Abraham  Lincoln  proclaimed — too  hope- 
fully it  turned  out — that  "the  ballot  is 
stronger  than  the  bullet."  It's  a quotable 
phrase  and  the  similarity  of  the  two  words 
is  no  accident.  Both  words  mean  "little 
ball,"  the  first  from  Italian,  referring  to  a col- 
ored ball  one  placed  in  a box  to  vote  for  a 
person,  the  second  from  French,  referring  to 
the  metal  ball  one  placed  in  a musket  to 
shoot  at  a person. 

In  America,  our  two  main  parties  both 
claim  to  speak  for  The  People.  Republican 
means  "interests  of  the  people,"  from  Latin, 
res,  "thing,  affair,  interest,"  plus  publica, 
"people."  Democrat  means  "people  rule," 
from  Greek  demos,  "the  people,"  plus 
kratein,  "to  rule."  Candidates  from  both  par- 
ties seek  to  discover  the  will  of  the  people 


by  canvassing  and  by  taking  polls.  The 
verb  canvass  comes  from  the  noun  canvas, 
the  coarse  fabric  once  used  for  sifting  flour. 
To  canvass  is  to  sift  through  public  opinion. 
To  poll  is  literally  to  count  heads,  from 
Middle  English  pol,  "head."  The  same  word 
is  used  in  polling  a cow,  which  is  not  to  ask 
its  opinion,  but  rather  to  cut  the  horns  off 
its  head. 

The  Greek  word  for  "rule"  used  in 
democracy  also  appears  in  other  words  for 
governance,  such  as  bureaucracy,  aristocra- 
cy, and  plutocracy.  Aristocracy  means  "rule 
by  the  noblest  and  best."  That  sounds  like  a 
fine  idea,  but  the  problem  comes  in  deter- 
mining who  are  the  noblest  and  best,  and 
who  gets  to  decide.  The  root  ari,  in  aristoc- 
racy is  related  to  Aryan,  "noble  people," 
Hitler's  idea  of  the  best  being  his  own  Teu- 
tonic race.  Such  an  example  makes  one 
think  that,  however  desirable  "rule  by  the 
best"  may  sound  in  theory,  we'd  better  stick 
with  democracy.  Plutocracy  sounds  like  a 
government  of  cartoon  dogs,  which  at  this 
stage  of  the  campaign  may  not  seem  like 
such  a bad  idea.  But  plutocracy,  from  Greek 
ploutos,  "wealth,"  actually  means  "rule  by 
the  rich." 

That  brings  us  to  one  of  the  most  wor- 
risome paradoxes  of  American  politics.  In 
our  modem  democracy,  we  look  for  our 
natural  aristocrats,  those  most  fit  for  office; 
but  more  and  more  it  seems  we  must 
choose  from  among  our  plutocrats,  those 
who  can  afford  to  run  for  office.  In  a world 
dominated  by  what  C.  S.  Lewis  once  called 
govertisement,  "governing  by  advertise- 
ment," the  operative  color  for  candidates 
nowadays  is  not  white  but  green.

Highlights 
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Class  of  2000  to  Leave  Two  Legacies 


The  Class  of  2000  has 
chosen  to  give  a two- 
fold class  gift  to  the 
College  that  will  in- 
clude an  endowed 
Fund  to  Aid  Students 
of  Elizabethtown 
(FASE)  and  a sculp- 
ture of  a flame  to  be 
placed  in  the  new 
Centennial  Garden, 
where  Preservation 
Hall  once  stood. 

"The  class  has  a 

diversity  of  interest,"  Georgeann  Tynyk,  assistant  director  of  the 
Annual  Fund,  says.  She  says  some  of  the  students  wanted  to  give 
a gift  that  is  tangible  and  could  be  seen,  and  others  wanted  to 
give  something  that  could  last  forever. 

"We  wanted  something  that  would  leave  our  mark  on 
Etown,"  Sarah  Armstrong  '00,  member  of  Student  Senate  says. 

FASE  will  assist  full-time  students  of  the  College  as  well  as 
students  from  the  town  of  Elizabethtown  who  attend  other  insti- 
tutions full  time,  who  need  financial  support  in  the  event  of  an 


emergency.  Emergencies  include  the  unexpected  and  temporary 
need  for  clothing,  childcare,  and  travel.  The  FASE  program  was 
brought  to  the  College  by  social  work  professor  Thomas  J.  Bower- 
sox,  who  sought  and  received  support  for  the  program  from  cam- 
pus groups  like  Student  Senate  and  SIFE.  "The  senior  class  knew  a 
good  thing  when  they  saw  it  and  will  make  their  own  contribution 
to  the  endowment  of  the  fund,"  says  Tynyk. 

Kristen  Rippman  '00  initially  posed  the  idea  of  the  sculpture 
of  a flame  as  a class  gift.  Rippman  says  she  was  thrilled  that  her 
idea  was  chosen.  "It's  something  that  I get  to  leave  behind."  Milt 
Friedly,  associate  professor  of  art,  was  commissioned  to  create  the 
sculpture.  He  says  that  the  flame  signifies  the  pledge  that  students 
make  as  freshmen  to  commit  themselves  "to  giving,  sharing,  learn- 
ing, and  serving"  and  to  "honor  the  light  [they]  create  together — 
throughout  the  days  of  [their]  lives." 

According  to  Friedly,  the  concept  of  freshmen  lighting  candles 
during  the  freshman  induction  ceremony  inspired  his  decision  to 
design  the  sculpture  with  three  flames  which  symbolize  the  past, 
present  and  future  students  of  the  College. 

The  flame  sculpture  will  be  unveiled  during  homecoming  on 
October  7,  2000,  while  the  FASE  program  is  already  allocating 
money  to  students. 


College  Seeks  Support  for  Two 
New  Athletic  Facilities 


The  College  has  begun  actively  seeking 
gifts  for  two  new,  distinctive  athletic  fa- 
cilities that  will  greatly  enhance  the  Blue 
Jays'  ability  to  compete  with  the  best  of 
the  Middle  Atlantic  Conference  and  the 
entire  region,  according  to  J.  Michael 
Pressimone,  vice  president  for  institu- 
tional advancement. 

The  College's  master  land  use  and  fa- 
cilities plan  (see  page  4)  envisions  a signif- 
icant amount  of  new  construction  and  ren- 
ovation of  the  campus'  Division  III  athletic 
facilities.  Among  the  projects  moved  to  the 
forefront  in  this  plan  are  an  artificial  turf 
surface  for  both  field  hockey  and  lacrosse 
and  a ballpark  for  the  men's  baseball  team. 

Construction  has  already  begun  on  the 
artificial  turf  surface,  which  will  be  ready 
for  competition  next  month.  "When  our 
field  hockey  players  set  foot  on  their  new 
field  on  September  12,  they  will  be  the  first 
NCAA  players  to  use  a new  field  develop- 
ment technology  called  Sofsport™,"  says 
head  coach  Yonni  Kauffman.  "It  will  have 
the  feel  of  grass  and  the  true  bounce  and 
speed  of  artificial  turf." 


Coach  Kauffman's  teams  have  won 
three  conference  championships  and  se- 
cured seven  NCAA  playoff  berths.  "More 
championship  teams  will  develop  in  time, 
thanks  in  part  to  our  'Turf  of  Dreams',"  she 
says.  The  field  will  also  be  home  to  the 
men's  and  women's  lacrosse  teams,  which 
begin  intercollegiate  competition  in  the 
spring  of  2002. 

The  timetable  for  construction  of  a 
much-needed  baseball  stadium  is  being 
moved  up  because  of  interest  in  the  project 
following  the  untimely  death  last  year  of 
former  first  baseman  Kevin  Boyd  '98. 
Kevin's  family  and  friends  suggested  a fit- 
ting tribute  to  this  young  man  who  had 
been  an  inspiration  to  teammates  and 
classmates  alike:  the  new  ballpark  will  be 
called  the  Kevin  Scott  Boyd  Blue  Jay  Base- 
ball Stadium. 

"Those  who  knew  Kevin  understood 
the  immense  joy  he  felt  being  a part  of  the 
great  Blue  Jay  baseball  tradition,"  says  his 
father,  Darvin,  a College  trustee.  That  tra- 
dition includes  winning  the  Common- 
wealth League  title  four  out  of  the  last  six 


years.  Members  of  the  2000  team  wore 
"KB"  on  their  caps  in  honor  of  his  memory. 

"The  heart  and  soul  of  intercollegiate 
athletics  exists  at  our  Division  III  level," 
says  Nancy  J.  Latimore,  director  of  athlet- 
ics. "We  have  no  scholarships,  no  shoe  en- 
dorsements, no  lavish  television  deals, 
only  true  student-athletes  with  a desire  to 
win.  In  order  to  remain  competitive,  we 
need  the  generous  support  of  many 
friends." 

According  to  Pressimone,  the  cost  of 
the  Sofsport™  field  and  surrounding  land 
development  is  $500,000  and  the  cost  of 
building  the  Kevin  Scott  Boyd  Blue  Jay  Sta- 
dium is  $750,000.  "Thanks  to  the  generosi- 
ty of  several  individuals,  we  have  gotten 
off  to  a great  start  with  both  projects,"  says 
Pressimone.  "We  are  continuing  to  seek 
support  to  ensure  that  these  facilities  be- 
come what  the  Blue  Jays  deserve."

Fulbright  Scholar 
Full  of  Life: 

An  Interview  with 

Barry  Atticks  '90 

Barry  is  a doctoral  candidate  in  music  at  Penn  State  University 
and  the  first  graduate  of  Elizabethtown  College  to  receive  a pres- 
tigious Fulbright  Scholarship,  which  he  is  using  to  study  music 
at  the  University  of  Oslo.  When  asked  to  provide  some  background  in- 
formation for  a profile,  the  story  he  told  about  his  ten-year  journey 
from  Elizabethtown  to  Norway  and  back  to  Pennsylvania  proved  too 
compelling  to  tell  in  any  other  words  than  his  own. 

EM:  What  kind  of  work  have  you  been  doing  since  you  graduated 
from  college? 

BA:  I graduated  from  Etown  with  a business  and  music  degree,  with 
plans  to  enter  law  school.  The  summer  I graduated,  however,  I realized 
that  law  school  was  not  the  right  move  for  me.  Soon  after,  without  a job 
or  a life  plan,  I became  interested  in  the  idea  that  technology  and  music 
could  be  combined  for  commercial  applications.  For  the  next  eighteen 
months,  I studied  music  technology  and  supported  myself  by  working 
at  a bank,  playing  in  a rock  band,  teaching  30  music  students  a week, 
among  other  fTiings. 

I attended  Berklee  College  of  Music  in  Boston,  a school  that  offers  the 
best  commercial  music  and  tedmology  music  programs  in  the  country. 
Jon  Shively  '90  and  I formed  a band  and  recorded  an  album.  After 
Berklee,  I landed  a job  in  New  York  on  Broadway,  programming  and 
editing  sound  effects  for  samplers  and  keyboards  used  in  theaters.  Jon, 
who  had  moved  to  Los  Angeles,  then  asked  me  if  I was  interested  in 
coming  to  LA  to  play  for  a benefit  concert  for  the  hungry.  My  wife  and 
I moved  to  California,  and  the  band  had  the  opportunity  to  play  to  a 
few  thousand  people  at  churches,  conventions,  and  coffee  houses.  I re- 
ceived a master's  degree  at  California  State  University,  Los  Angeles, 
and  also  worked  for  both  television  and  film  composers.  The  creative 
work  in  the  industry  is  either  in  a feast  or  famine.  As  a result,  I also 
played  an  "evil  henchman"  on  the  Power  Rangers  television  series  for 
extra  money  in  the  down  times. 

EM:  What  did  you  like /dislike  about  California? 

BA:  I loved  working  in  the  music  industry,  loved  being  so  close  to  the 
mountains  and  the  beach.  The  traffic  was  horrible.  I had  a two-hour 
commute  each  way  to  work.  The  houses  are  twice  as  expensive  as  in 
Pennsylvania,  and  you  get  half  the  house  and  no  yard. 

EM:  What  brought  you  back  East? 

BA:  I have  always  been  interested  in  getting  my  Ph.D.  and  teaching  at 
a college  one  day.

New  Ways  to 
Listen  to  Music 

By  Barry  Atticks  '90 

The  techniques  used  for  listen- 
ing to  traditional  music  may 
not  be  effective  or  even  appro- 
priate for  other  styles  of  music, 
especially  contemporary  styles 
of  electronic  music. 

For  example,  this  emerging 
genre  of  music  is  not  intended 
for  the  traditional  concert  hall 
because  this  performance  envi- 
ronment would  need  to  be  con- 
figured to  suit  the  3-D  audio 
(surround  sound)  of  some  elec- 
tronic composition. 

Much  contemporary  music 
also  does  not  readily  adapt  to 
traditional  listening  techniques. 
Contemporary  electronic  music 
is  frequently  difficult  for  tradi- 
tionally trained  musicians  to 
understand  and  appreciate  be- 
cause its  content  and  material 
are  sometimes  radically  differ- 
ent from  traditional  concert 
repertoire.  For  example,  most 
sub-styles  within  contempo- 
rary electronic  music  do  not 
employ  melody  and  the  form 
does  not  resemble  the  structure 
of  traditional  music. 

Some  aspects  of  contempo- 
rary electronic  music  cannot 
be  captured  with  traditional 
notation.  For  example,  tradi- 
tional notation  does  not  offer 
a means  to  specify  harmonic 
filtering,  surround  sound  pan- 
ning, or  time-variant  en- 
velopes; as  a result,  visual  aids 
such  as  scores  are  not  available 
for  traditional  musical  analysis. 

For  this  reason,  guiding  the 
process  of  listening  to  contem- 
porary electronic  music  and 
teaching  the  skills  needed  to 
approach  this  genre  would 
seem  to  present  a unique  chal- 
lenge for  music  educators. 

The  purpose  of  my  study  is 
to  determine  the  effectiveness 
of  3D  abstract  animated  visu- 
als. These  help  guide  novice  lis- 
teners to  heighten  cognitive 
awareness  of  and  deeper  affec- 
tive reactions  to  components  of 
new  forms  of  electronic  music, 
such  as  Contemporary  Elec- 
tronic Spacemusic.

An  Interview  with 

Barry  Atticks  '90

I saw  an  ad  in  the  school  paper  for  students  who  were  interested  in 
studying  abroad.  I thought  I might  like  to  do  research  in  a different 
country  for  my  dissertation.  Why  Norway?  I heard  some  interesting 
Norwegian  music  one  night  on  the  NPR  radio  show  Hearts  of  Space. 
I found  the  playlist  from  the  show  that  contained  the  composer's  email 
address.  We  started  corresponding  via  email,  and  he  suggested  that  I 
come  to  NoTAM  (the  Norwegian  network  for  Technology,  Acoustics, 
and  Music)  located  at  the  University  of  Oslo. 

EM:  What  did  you  study  at  NoTAM? 

BA:  Of  particular  interest  to  me  was  the  work  of  NoTAM  member  and 
director  Joran  Rudi,  who  utilizes  computer  animation  as  a means  of  vi- 
sualizing computer  music.  After  reading  about  his  work,  I then 
thought  of  a neat  idea  for  my  dissertation:  Could  3-D  animation  help 
students  learn  new  styles  of  music,  such  as  Contemporary  Electronic 
Spacemusic,  that  utilizes  new  musical  parameters  such  as  surround 
sound  and  harmonic  filters  using  time-variant  envelopes? 

EM:  What  kind  of  interests  have  you  developed  outside  of  work? 

BA:  Dog  training,  believe  it  or  not.  One  of  my  dogs  and  I were  in  train- 
ing with  a pro  in  Los  Angeles.  He  can  fetch  the  remote,  slam-dunk  bas- 
ketballs, jump  through  hoops;  you  name  it.  He  was  a finalist  for  the 
WNBA  to  be  their  mascot  but  we  ended  up  moving  back  East  to  Penn 
State.  He  was  bummed.  We  got  some  interest  in  having  him  retrieve 
kicking  tees  at  the  Penn  State  football  games,  but  Joe  Patemo  said  that 
PSU  football  was  not  ready  for  it  yet.  He  was  asked  to  perform  halftime 
shows  at  the  basketball  games  but  we  ended  up  moving  to  Norway.  He 
was  bummed  again. 

EM:  What  kind  of  transition  was  involved,  going  from  the  small  col- 
lege setting  to  the  big  university  campus? 

BA:  It  is  a big  change.  I think  the  big  university  is  the  place  to  go  for 
graduate  work  because  you  have  more  resources  and  opportunities.  I 
will  tell  you,  though,  I would  go  to  Elizabethtown  College  all  over 
again.  Big  universities  are  too  big  for  personal  attention  that  I think  stu- 
dents need  at  that  age.  I had  over  60  students  in  the  classes  that  I taught 
at  PSU  and  felt  that  I could  not  give  them  all  the  attention  they  needed.' 
I received  attention  from  all  my  profs  at  Etown  because  the  class  sizes 
were  smaller.  I felt  that  I could  develop  relationships  with  them  which 
helped  in  my  education. 

EM:  Anything  else  interesting  in  your  personal  life? 

BA:  I have  been  married  seven  years  to  Betsy  Atticks  '90,  and  we  have 
moved  seven  times  in  those  years.  We  are  ready  to  settle  down.  She 
has  been  most  supportive  of  my  career.  I could  not  have  done  it  with- 
out her.

Baseball  reaches  NCAA  for  first 
time  since  1994 

First-year  head  coach  Matt  Jones  led  the  sur- 
prising 2000  edition  of  Blue  Jay  baseball  to  a 
26-14  record,  the  Commonwealth  League 
title,  and  its  first  NCAA  Regional  appear- 
ance since  1994.  Along  the  way,  the  Jays 
posted  non-conference  wins  against  region- 
al powerhouses  Ursinus  and  Johns  Hopkins 
and  shellacked  F&M  25-0.  The  denoue- 
ment of  an  up-and-down  season  came  April 
29  when  Elizabethtown  faced  then-first 
place  Widener  and  swept  the  Pioneers,  7-5 
and  6-2,  to  finish  9-5  and  clinch  the  Com- 
monwealth title  on  the  final  day  of  confer- 
ence competition.  By  winning  the  Common- 
wealth crown,  the  Blue  Jays  also  clinched  an 
automatic  bid  to  the  NCAA  Mid-Atlantic 
Regional,  where  Etown  posted  a 1 - 1 record 
in  the  rain-plagued  tournament.  Chris 
Romig  '00  finished  the  season  with  44  career 
doubles,  a new  program  record,  and  Bryan 
Pittinger  '01  smashed  the  old  program  sin- 
gle-season and  career  save  records  as  he  ran 
up  11  to  lead  the  nation.  Derik  Aasan  be- 
came the  first  Blue  Jay  pitcher  since  1995  to 


post  ten  wins  or  more  in  a season,  as  he  fin- 
ished 10-3  and  was  named  the  Common- 
wealth Most  Valuable  Player.  In  all,  five  Blue 
Jays  were  named  Commonwealth  First 
Team  All-Stars  and  Jones  was  named  the 
conference's  Co-Coach  of  the  Year. 

Golf  team  finishes  sixth  at  MAC 
Championships,  70s  abound 

After  no  one  managed  to  shoot  below  80 
over  the  course  of  the  entire  1999  season, 
the  2000  golf  team

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Creating  a Second  Century  Tradition

There  are  many  traditions  that  make  Elizabethtown  College  a 
truly  unique  community  in  which  to  live  and  learn.

In  our  environment,  which 
demands  so  much  collaborative  effort  between  these  diverse 
groups,  Dell  Day  will  provide  a terrific  opportunity  for  us  to  come 
together  as  a true  community  dedicated  to  each  other's  success. 

Admittedly,  there  are  elements  of  whimsy  and  surprise 
involved,  which  hopefully  will  teach  us  all  about  how  to  tear 
down  artificial  and  rigid  barriers  that  can  ossify  any  institution. 
For  instance,  only  about  four  or  five  people  will  know  in  advance 
when  Dell  Day  will  occur.  We  are  pretty  sure  it  will  take  place 


sometime  in  the  spring,  probably  when  the  weather  is  agreeable 
to  outdoor  activity.  That  is  all  I am  allowed  to  reveal. 

Because  of  the  secrecy  involved,  I also  cannot  reveal  too  many 
of  the  details  of  what  will  happen  on  Dell  Day,  but  I can  describe 
some  of  our  vision  for  the  day.  Everyone  will  wake  up  one  day, 
ready  for  business  as  usual,  and  an  announcement  will  be  made: 
it's  Dell  Day.  You  may  have  been  in  denial  about  it,  but  it's 
here.  There  are  no  classes.  First  order  of  business  is  a formal  kick- 
off ceremony.  Second  order  of  business  is  games.  Third  order  of 
business  is  lunch.  Pretty  good  for  one  morning. 

The  afternoon  will  see  a group  of  tournaments  and  contests 
that  will  be  held  throughout  the  College.  Mixed  teams,  made  up 
of  students,  faculty,  and  staff,  will  compete  against  each  other.  No 
one  will  get  hurt,  but  it  might  get  messy.  . . . Yes,  of  course,  there 
will  be  prizes.  After  dinner,  we  envision  an  evening  coffeehouse 
where  folks  can  show  off  their  talents.  I have  heard  rumors  that 
the  president's  Senior  Staff  sings  a mean  version  of  Abba's 
"Dancing  Queen."  We  anticipate  the  atmosphere  will  be  casual 
and  laid  back,  with  participants  inviting  their  families  to  attend. 

How  did  all  this  happen  in  the  first  place?  Gretchen  Coles  '00, 
my  predecessor  as  Student  Senate  President,  first  proposed  the  idea. 
She  presented  the  idea  to  Academic  Council,  which  approved  the 
idea  and  passed  it  on  to  president  Ted  Long.  With  his  consent, 
Student  Senate  formed  a committee  to  plan  and  oversee  Dell  Day.  I 
chair  the  committee  along  with  Junior  Class  president  John  Bilich. 
Currently,  we  are  looking  for  other  students,  faculty,  and  staff  to 
work  on  the  committee.  It  was  simple:  a good  idea  embraced  by  a 
lot  of  people  who  worked  hard  and  intelligently  to  see  it  to  fruition. 

The  Dell  Day  Committee  hopes  this  will  become  a tradition  in 
the  second  century  of  the  College,  one  that  will  be  cherished  and 
anticipated  year-to-year,  as  much  for  the  element  of  surprise  as  for 
the  chance  to  come  together  and  celebrate  Elizabethtown  College. 
With  the  conclusion  of  the  Centennial  celebration,  Dell  Day  will 
provide  an  opportunity  to  keep  the  spirit  and  enthusiasm  alive. 

Just  imagine:  a day  when  students,  faculty,  and  staff  can 
share  and  enjoy  experiences  without  the  constant  pressure  of 
classrooms,  labs,  or  committee  meetings.  It  will  be  a great  and 
tremendous  day.  See  you  on...  oops,  sorry.  I can't  tell  you!
